To these tools the 
nn easily add a few simple Implements 
of hii own manufacture. These may 
consist of a couple of wooden itakw 
and a line of any strong cord, a paddle 
made, from a shingle or thia piece of 
board and a little Bcratcher mtde by 
driving three wire brads throngfe the 
end of a piece ot lath. The line 
should be used for all planting t* or- 
der to bate the rows straight, the pad- 
dl« is soluble for setting the plants, 
and the smtcber la uefol for work- 
ing between so>*Il plants. 


When tbe tools such as spade or 


spading fork, hoe and rake are par- 
chased from the store, tb* metal parts 
will be brlirntand new, and, as a rale. 
the handles have no paint or other 
dressing upon them. It Is a good plan 
to rive the handles a thorough coating 
with shellac, as this will help keep the 
moisture from penetratin: them. The 
blades should be kept bright and clean
